When attacted in violent form, the 
animal appears partially blind and runs 
around at random and its actions are 
altogether violent, in this case if a 
veterinary be quickly summoned, he 
can usually succeed in saving the ani- 
mals life.

Three negres. one of them said to 
hail originally from Lancaster, ruth- 
lessly murdered, shot to death. Deputy 
Sheriff Hart at Winchester last week, 
made their escape, and as yet haVe suc- 
ceeded in evading the officeta of the 
law. 

These negroes are Bldd to Iwve been 
crazed with cocaine or acme otlmr drug. 
This brings forcibly to our minds the 
rapid increase in tlie use of these drugs, 
especially the former, and more par- 
tieuiariy among the colored people. A 
few years ago this habit was compara- 
tively unknown, but it seems to have 
apaaad Hn wild fire. We do not Ncail 
any great crime directly the result 
of the use of drugs in Lancaster, but 
we do lament the loaa ot aome of our 
best darkies as the result of its usage. 

The local ofhcers and the local laws 
Iwva proved inadequate to eofie with 
the growing habit, they have arrested 
parties for the selling of it and for 
having it in tlieir possession, they have 
placed stringent restrictions on the loc- 
al drug stores, who even without res- 
trictions are loth to sell drugs to irres- 
ponsible parties, either with or with- 
out prescription, but all efforts have 
proven unavailii^ they have always by 
aome means succeeded in procuring 
enough "croke", to make them obliv- 
ious to their surroundings and to ren- 
der them unfit for any kind of labor. 

We do not think the "habit" is as 
bad here as in many other places, but 
it is had enough and an evil tliat is 
hard to atamp out. We notice every- 
once in a while the federal authorities 
are taking the matter in iMUid, and in 
the latKer dtiea the local antiwrities 
are making herculen efforts to stamp 
out the sale of drugs to negroes and ir- 
responaOtle wliites, and it is to be hop- 
ed that the day is not far distant when 
concerted action will be taken all over 
the country wUeh will raault m the 
complete stamping out of the sale of 
these injurious drugs and will put an 
end to tha dshjaichiiit af tMa dav of

The hunter.-^ of the county are com- 
j pletely disheartened because of tht 
f scarcity of game in the county. 
W^hether because of the drought or 
what not. there seems to be compara- 
tively few quail in the county, and n 
marked scarcity of rabbits is also re- 
ported. Until this year, the average 
hunter could go out and in a few hours 
kill more rabbits than he could easil\ 
carried, but a good shot in a days hunt 
this season often encounters less than 
half dozen little animals. Farmers re- 
port them dying in large numbers last 
winter from aome unaccountable rea- 
son, and many of them are of the opin- 
ion that some kind of disease was prev- 
alent among them.

Based on figures of population and 
mortality furnished by the United 
States bnresn of the eensas, it Is esti- 
mated hy the National Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis that not less than 100,000 chil- 
dren now in school in tbe United 
sutea will die of tabereolosls before 
they an rigbteea years or age, or 
that about T,000 of these children die 
annually from this one disease. Es- 
timating that on an average each child 
who dies from tuberculosis has had 
six years scbooliog, the aggregate loss 
to this eoantry In wasted education 
each year amounts to well over f 1,000,- 
000. This loss and much of the inci- 
dent suffering could be iiiaterially de- 
^ creased If open air schools or classes 
for these children and those who are 
sickly and anaemic were provided. 
The National Association estimates 
that there should be one such school 
for every 25,000 population, especially 
in dtlea.
